Yeak, quite a lot, it's e very up and down thing, you're kept going by tke ups 
really. Sometimes you get really into it, but other times you get pissed off. It 
really takes it out of you going away doing gigs - it's alright doing occasional 
gigs when you want to do them - but it can be horrible when you don't wanna do them. 

9) WHAT W.AS THE GIG IN THE SHETLAND.", LIKE ? 

a Shetlandjs was brilliant - there was < 200/300 people and tkey 

were really good. We've been tke first band up there for years 
cos it costs a lot to get there, £45 a head return, so tkey 
can't afford t® come down and see bands - cos for them to see 
s band it would cost £50 not £3* We left tke gear & that in 
Aberdeen, cos that woild have cost £500 to take over, we just 
took our guitars & used the gear that was there. What they did 
was every week tkey all go to a local disco & instead of going 
by taxi they got coaches instead & all tke money tkey saved 
they put into a kitty each week till tkey had enough to get us over. They're really 
well organised, like they have meetings, a sort of youth thing, called something 
like Alternative Shetlanders, What surprised us was that we took a load sf records 
up expecting them not to have any & yet they'd got them all. 

10) WHAT ARE THE INFLUENCES ON YOUR MUSIC ? 

Anything really - there's no boundaries to what we listen to - except Country & 
Western - that's the only thing we all generally hate. Dick doesn't like much really 
he's a bit blinkered (laughs). 

11) WHAT'S YOUR BEST SELLING RECORD SO FAR ? 

The first album - it's sold about 17/18,000, & Demolition War has sold about 
15,000. The others have sold about 10,000, but they're all still selling. Touring 
helps a hell of a lot to promote the records - we did Ireland, Sweden, Holland, 
America and a big one here that really helped to boost sales. The people in Europe 
are a nice bunch, a bit wierd, they follow the Americans a lot, they're pretty 
friadly ©nee yeu get used t® them E we got good crowds there, ar©und 150 or mere.

MAIN PRIORITY ? 
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■"No - I wouldn't say so. It occ- 'Jit 
upi^s a lot of our thinking. But 

we have views on many different things, eg. Religion, War, Society's 
attitudes to the'old and depraved'. Animal welfare i_s important, but 
not necessarily our main issue. 

2) I'VE SEEN AN INTERVIEW ABOUT YOU PLAYING WITH 10CC & PLAYING WITH 
THEM FOR £9 - IS THAT TRUE ? 

That was a complete lie. We never did and never would'(it was sup¬ 
posed to be a jokei). Door prices do_ matter to us. We are always pl¬ 
eased to see low door prices - but sometimes they have to relate to 
the expenses of the bands, so they may have to increase now & again. 

3) DO YOU GET INVOLVED IN S.T.C. ? 

I have been to two STCs and I thought they were brilliant: But it's 
a long struggle and you're not going to change the world overnight by 
holding 'Stop The City's' every 6 months. We must carry on and keep 
the pressure up at all times, however feeble it may seem at times. 

4) DO YOU ASSOCIATE WITH 'PUNK' ? 


4) DO YOU ASSOCIATE WITH 'PUNK' ? 

Well, we do play more or less to 'punks' at 'punk' clubs - so you 
could class us as 'punks', although we'd definately deny that. I don't 
think we need these labels. 

5) ARE YOU ONLY PREPARED TO PLAY WITH LIKE-MINDED GROUPS ? 

Yes - and no. We used to restrict ourselves by only playing with 
people like FLUX and CONFLICT. Although these bands are important, we 
now believe that we are doing nothing wrong by playing with bands like 
UK SUBS etc. if the deal is right because you are always broadening 
your audience, which we think is essential. 

6) WHAT DO YOU THINK ABOUT PATRIOTISM ? 

We despise it and think it stupid. 

7) IS IT EASY FOR YOU TO GET GIGS ? DO YOU ADVERTISE THAT YOU WANT THEM 

No, we used to, but nowadays gigs are very scarce. We would like to 
pack our jobs in etc. to tour constantly, but gigs are so sparse that 
may take quite a while, if ever to do this. If anyone reading this can 
help, please do. 

8) HAVE YOU ANY TAPE/VINYL RELEASES -OUT SOON ? 

Our LP 'Nobody Listens Anymore' will probably be out on BLUURG by 
the time this is read. It will cost £2.50 and contains 9 tracks and a 


poem. Tapes are available from Peaceville Pistribution .(I ist &e<-ow & ^.q

The public is 
then CON-vinced that these new products are so much better than the old ones that 
they just can't look good without them. 

There are no 'wonder' treatments to make you look beautiful,just this year's 

profit earners. And who suffers for the sake of this 'profit-lust' ?.

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WHY HA VS YOU HAD SO MANY LINE-UP CHANGES ? 

That's difficult. Cos people can't stick with the jab & when we don't get any 
money they get a bit upsetl When you're doing gigs you den't see muck money, so they 
don't think it's wortk it & pack in. I mean, if you're in tkis to make money you've 
got a© chance. Brains was like that & eur last drummer was a capitalist completely. 
He wouldn't d© gigs if we were only going to break even & he wouldn't travel eitner. 
We'd got a gig set up in Scotland (after trying for ages t® play there) & he wouldnt 
travel there & then left the band!! 


HOW WELL DO YOU hi RECORDS SELL/WHAT'S THE BEST SELLER ? 

First one sold the best - prooably cos that was at the start of tke 
'new punk' explosion, 80/81 time. Punk sales have gene right down - 
even the biggest bands aren't selling half as many as they used to. The 
latest has sold out of it's test pressing - 1,500 (800 in 

the first week) & the 'Another Religion' 12'' sold OK - so they're do¬ 
ing alright. A lot ®f people took us on the 'Bloodsuckers' LP, which 
I'd like to say is really crapii It was more musical ces of Bruce, but 
then we got back into harder stuff & picked up. Most of our sales are 
abroad now anyway - 93% of them! (-& Miu-io<hS - see ££vi6v0 

YEAH,YOU SOUND LIKE A FOREIGN THRASH BAND NOW. 'DO YOU KNOW HOW MUCH 
YOU'RE SELLING ? 

No - we don't get to see receipts sr anything. When yeu don't see 
any figures & you're left in the dark you begin to wonder. I mean, 
the new LP's sold it's test pressing & is in profit, so we'd have 
thought that mere would be pressed - we just don't knew what's hap¬ 
pening. Anyway EOT prices are a bit fc*penS.TVfc. & we wanna try & 
da it cheaper. Like the live album that's out soon was going to be 
£3-99 but as it was done through a mixing desk ig Holland, we th¬ 
ought that was too high when Rot didn't have to da anything. Any¬ 
way, we got the price down to &3*^9, which is a bit better. 

D'TOU RECKON IT'D BY. A 'GOOD IDF.A TO BRING OUT CASSETTES & BRING 
THE PRICE RIGHT DOWN OR WOULD YOU RATHER HAVE VINYL ? 

I'd rather have vinyl. Cassettes are alright if yeu've got no 
releases or can't afford to do vinyl. We might bring out a live 
cassette to get money for aur own record label &■ then we could con¬ 
trol tke price of the records - when you've got a middle man theres 
a long way between you & the eventual price in the shop. We're tou¬ 
ring soon to get some money to pay for our van 8- to get the record 
thing going. We're doing one more LP on ROT 8- then going DIY.

Up North usually, it all depends. At Leeds we got 150 peeple, & 
ia Sheffield,with the Mau Maus we get about 2 50.

How DID TOUR EUROPEAN GIGS GO ? 

It was goad - you're more appreciated over there. They d® things 
far themselves a let more & there's ns posh clubs. We dida't play 1 
posh clubi We played a* old slaughterhouse & in a massive house that 
had a stage in oae room. We only went to Holland 8 Germany in the 
end (for 9 days). Conflict were supposed to go, but couldn't make 
it, so we went ahead off our own backs. It went well - we broke ev¬ 
en & we get letters 8 stuff from abroad more than ever. We seem to 
appeal to them more than here. 

DC YOU STILL FIND YOURSELVES BEING CLASSED AS DISCHARGE CLONES ?

SVEN WITH THEIR ATTITUDE TO GIG PRICES ETC ? 

Veil, people class us as wkat Discharge used to be like - the strong anti-war 
feeling « that.

I still think they were ®:ne of the best ban¬ 
ds going - gosd lyrics & the way they put them across just appealed to me. 

TO US YOU HAD THE SAME REFUTATION AS THEM, IE, THAT YOU SAID GOOD THINGS BUT 

DIDN'T ACTUALLY DO ANYTHING ? * 

Yeah. Discharge never did benefits or anything & we've been accused of not doing 
cheap gigs & not putting more into the 'scene'. But any gigs we put on ourselves 

(and we do a lo t ourselves) are nearly always £1.30/£1.50. The most we've played for 

was £ 2.50 8: that was with 4 other bands & s disc® in a place that 
J stayed open till p in the morning, 3 © even that was good value in 
my book.
